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ABSTRACT 

Policies and procedures for field trips are in this 
resource guide. The handbook is divided into 2 major sections: sites 
for trips by elementary school classes and sites for secondary 
classes. Elementary class sites are classified by resource and 
include agriculture, arts, conservation, educational guidance, food 
processing, historical museums and sites, home furnishing/ 
manufacturing, mining and guarrying, recreation, communication and 
utilities services, consumer services, and public services. Within 
each category, sites are listed alphabetically. In the secondary 
section, sites are classified by subject area and include those 
related to art, business, English, foreign languages, history and 
social studies, homemaking, mathematics, music, and science. Major 
topics covered by the guide include the philosophy of field trips, 
general objectives, teacher planning, and rules and regulations 
governing field trips. Also included are copies of forms used by the 
Olean (Nov York) Public School System.

Secondary sites S 1, S 2, S 3 etc. But this 
booklpt is by no means coin*^letc» It presents only nonrby 
sites, though the notion of educational trips nipht v/cll 
include those at a very great distance. And of the nearby 
sites, its trcatnent is not exhaust ivo. Everyone v/ho uses 
this handbook nay v;ish to add to it. The lists of sites in 
each scetion, elenentar^,^ and secondary are followed by blanks 
allov/inn teachers to add descriptions of v;orthv/hile sites 
they ♦•Tiay discover in the future. 5y assinninr: an appropriate 
number to the site, the teacher may also add the site to the 
indexes which follov/ the major sections of the handbooks 

There aro t;vo such indexes* The first is a general 
subject index which indicates by site niinber trips relevant 
to various subjects. This allows for discovery of sites 
which, listed according to prinary interest in center of 
handbook, nay also be useful in other subjects. 

The second index contains tv;o lists: site numbers of 
trips requiring a half day or less, and numbers of trips re- 
quirinR more than a half day.

Tho second is a permission slip to be sont to 
parents to secure their permission for tho pupil to take a 
field trip. The third is a request for parental assistance 
'for use when the teacher needs monitoring help on a trip. 
The last is a request for transportation to be sent to the 
office of the Assistant Superintendent of Public Schools. 
\Vhilc there may seem to be many forms, they are all rather 
simple and should not discourage plarjrxing of trips. 

This book is offered in tho hope that it will help 
/ou plan worthvmile field trips and so assist our pupil?^ in 
thoir development into happy, productive adults.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 
GO^/ERKIKG PIIZD TRIPS 

1. "Request for Permission" foms, should bo sub- 
mitted to the building principal for his approval at least 
tv/o weeks in advance of all contemplated trips. 

2. One teacher should fill out the "Field Trip Re- 
quest" form if more than one class is going on any par- 
ticular trip. This teacher should be considered, "tcncher- 
in«charbe". It shall be the " teacher-in-charge » s" respon- 
sibility to; (l) coordinate plans, (P) be sure transpor- 
tation requirements are made. 

3. A "Parent Approval" form must be received from 
each child before he is permitted to participate in the trip» 

]+. All pupils v/ho go on a trip originating at 
school must return to school v/ith the group. 

5« Parent participation accompanying groups and in 
helping the teacher plan and organize the trip is to be 
encouraged. All rules of conduct applicable to teachers also 
apply to parents • A copy of the appropriate acceptance 
form is found with the other forms. 

6. Teachers in charge, of the trip v/111 be reson- 
sible for informing the building principal, of any delay 
in the time of return. 

?• Teachers have \;he same coverage of insurance 
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that thoy have v/hilo they aro in tho classroom. A field 
trip ia nothing; more than on oxtonsion of the classroouiw 

•S, The teacher is, at ail tines, in charge of the 
group and must assume tho following responsibilities: 

A. liavG the group ready to board the bus at tho 

specific time^ 
B« Explain to the students the necessity for 
quiet and order in the bus during the trip. 
Observation of points of interest alonp; the 
Vi'ay is a v;orthv;hile and educationally profit- 
able use of the cnroute time, and is in 
harmony with the reason for these school- 
time trips, 

C« Exert appropriate control to provide a safe 
driving climate • 

D, If it is necessary to have lunch aboard the 
bus, every effort should be made to keep the 
bus clean. A cardboard carton, as part of 
the group equipment, will simplify disposal 
of debris. 

£• Since first impressions are lasting ones, 
every effort should be made to have the 
children imderstand that their everj action 
is being viev/ed by the public • 

P. Be sure that on return to the schoolp all 
children have transportation home*
